LONDON (UPI) - In a 
surprise move that stunned 
the nation, Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson today an­ 
nounced his resignation 
effective as soon as his 
Labor party can elect a 
replacement — perhaps 
later this week. 
The announcement, in a 
fivepage statement from 
Wilson’s office, came as a 
complete 
surprise. 
It 
weakened the pound and 
triggered dismay among 
British politicians and public 
alike. 
“ My period as prime 
minister has been longer 
than that of any of my 
peacetime predecessors in 
this country,” the Wilson 
statement said. “No one 
should ask for more.” 
Wilson, 60 years old last 
week, has served IO years in 
lour 
terms 
as 
prime 
minister. 
He 
said 
his 
decision to get out and serve 
as 
an 
ordinary 
Labor 
member of parliament is 
irrevocable. 
He 
informed 
Queen 
Elizabeth of the decision 
before issuing the statement. 
He asked the leader of the 


Labor party in Parliament to 
call members together to 
elect a replacement as party 
leader and prime minister 
“with all reasonable speed ” 
A meeting was scheduled for 
tonight. 
Wilson resigned a week 
after left-wing members of 
his own party helped defeat 
his proposal to slash public 
spending to help Britain out 
of its economic crisis. 
The defeat of his proposal 
led to a parliamentary vote 
of confidence on which 
Wilson staked his govern­ 
ment. He won by 18 votes, 
but was furious at the revolt. 
Opposition conservatives 
called for an immediate 
general election, something 
not required since it is the 
party and not the man who is 
elected in Britain. 
Immediate speculation on 
a successor centered on 
Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan, 64, a Labor party 
“moderate’ and something 
of a “father figure” who 
could hope to hold together 
its

factions.

What's your guess? How many Americans believe they 
have, and should have, the right to own firearms? 
Four out of ten? Five out of ten? Six?

According to a national survey completed late in 1975 and 
recently released, 82 percent (rf the American people insist 
they have the right to own a gun. 
Furthermore, 76 percent of the citizenry is opposed to a 
ban on private ownership of handguns. More than 70 percent 
reject the idea of any laws that would give police the power 
to decide who may or may not own a gun. 
Those are a few of the rather startling findings of a public 
opinion poll conducted by Decision Making Information. 

Tbs list nf 
clients include major industrial companies as well as 
political parties and candidates. Its record for accuracy in 
assaying voter opinion is well-established.

Dr. Gary Lawrence, of DMI, attributes the 
difference to interview techniques. 
Rather than simply ask respondents for “Yes” or “No’ 
replies, DMI conducted in-depth interviews with 1,538 
scientifically selected citizens. Each in-home interview 
an average of 45 minutes and was complete with 
cross-check questions. 
Strongest support for gun control came in New England. 
The stiffest opposition to gun control and registration was 
found in the southern and mountain states, rural areas and 
middle-income and middle-aged groups.

M e t h o d i s t 
University, said there are 15 
major dialects in the United 
States, but basically

This contradicts a basic 
belief in many parts of the 
country —

petuated by Texans — that

language all its own. 
Take, for example, a piece 
of dialogue from Santa Fe, 
NM. , 
author 
R ichard 
Bradford’s novel, “So Far 
from Heaven:’’ 
“Ah, you’re from Texas. I 
would never have guessed it. 
Where did you learn to speak 
E nglish?,’’ 
one 
of 
the 
characters, a New Mexican, 
asks the novel’s hero. 
“ Remedial speech class at 
Rice U niversity. I kept 
pebbles in my mouth for 
three years.” 
“Can you do the accent? It 
always breaks me up. I think 
it’s funnier than Yiddish." 
“Shore uh kin,” the hero 
replies. “Ah kin say purt 
near anythang yew lak in 
Texin but Uh cain’t talk 
Meskin 
for 
sour 
dawg 
hockey.” 
The implication is that 
Texan 
is 
a 
sep arate 
language, perhaps in the 
same relationship to English 
as French is to Spanish. 
But Weiss said it isn’t true. 
“Texas is not a language, 
it s a conglomerate. It s a 
big state, people have come 
and gone,” he said. 
Basically, the Texas ac­ 
cent is Southern. The state’s 
early settlers came from the 
South, m ainly Tennessee 
and Alabama, with some 
from Kentucky and Georgia. 
And their linguistic heritage 
lingers. 
But, as Weiss said, Texas 
is a big state. Ifs 821 miles 
from 
El 
Paso 
east 
to 
Texarkana and 784 miles 
from A m arillo south to 
Brownsville. 
Topography 
varies from the wooded hills 
and swamps in the east to 
the arid plains and barren 
mountains in the west; from 
the semitropical Lower Rio 
Grande Valley in the south to 
the temperate climate in the 
north. 
Like the land, the people 
and the accents also differ. 
The E ast Texans, for 
exam ple, 
have 
retained 
more of the Southern dialect. 
“This is the Isoglass line,” 
Weiss said, drawing a rough 
outline of the United States 
on his desk blotter and 
penciling in a curved line 
running west from north of 
West Virginia, across the 
Middle 
South 
swinging 
sharply southward just east 
of Dallas to the Mexican 
border. 
“On this side of the line it’s 
Southern; on the other it’s 
Midwestern,” Weiss said. 
West Texas is on the other 
side of the line, but it’s 
dialect is 
by 
no means 
Midwestern. 
“This is the wide open 
space 
a re a ,” 
he 
said, 
pointing to West Texas. “ It 
shares a dialect with Arizona 
and New Mexico.” He said 
the West Texas dialect is a 
mixture of Midwestern and 
Southern — a kind of ranch 
country language. 
One of the last well-known 
speakers of the Texas dialect 
was President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, whose ranch in the 
Texas Hill Country must 
have just about straddled the 
Isoglass line. 
“I think he did it (spoke in 
dialect) 
purposely. 
He 
adopted it so Texans would 


think he was one of them ,” 
said Weiss, who has lived in 
Texas 30 years but is not a 
native Texan. 
He said he had heard 
Johnson speak without the 
accent enough to think ifs 
use was affected. “He could 
talk and you wouldn’t know 
he was a Texan,” Weiss said, 
more 
C h aracteristics of the 
West Texas speech, Weiss 
said, include the tendencies 
not to pronounce the”e” in 
the dipthong “ ie” in words 
such as “ fire” and “die” or 
to drop the sound of the “ r ” 
in most words, such as "fa r” 
and “barn.'*’ 
A^ny a <West Texan, for 
« iam p lef ^will pronounce 
identically the name of the 
German city, “Bonn” , and 
the word for the building 
where farm implements are 
stored, “barn.” 


On the other hand, Texans, 
particularly West Texans, 
will differentiate in their 
pronunciation of the words 
“ M ary” 
(which 
they 
pronounce 
m ahry) 
and 
“m arry” while residents in 
most other sections of the 
country will say the words 
identically. 
The Texas accent also 
comes over strong on such 
words as “get,” “pen” and 
“ ten ’’ 
which com e 
out 
roughly as “git” “pin” and 
“tin.” 
A 
m an 
nam ed 
Jim 
Everhart has made a small 
fortune — and won quite a bit 
of fame — with four thin 
volum es 
titled 
“ The 
Illu strated 
Texas 
D ic­ 
tionary.” 
Everhart uses a technique 
described by Weiss as “slur- 
vian’’ 
— 
taking 
one 
American word and using it 
to phonetically show the 
pronounciation of another 
word — to demonstrate how 
Texans talk.
